way to temper produced a schism in the 
church, which, had it not been managed 
with great prudence, might have been of 
wrios consequence. By means of ex- 
pstslatio and forbearance all was rec- 
ified, 

WI ‘ile these things exercised the pa- 
tience of the missionaries, they were en- 
couraged by perceiving sy mptoms of re- 
pentance in Gokool whom the y had been 
oblized to exclude ; also by the coming 
of two inquirers after the gospel, Bood- 
essa, and Kristno Presaud. The former 

as a Mussulman, and had made aa 


egat days’ journey, in consequence of 


having seen atract. ‘The latter was a 
young brahmin from Dahatta. On Jan. 
$n they were both bay tized. Boodhessa 
ig very desirous for some person to go 
th him to his part of the country, 
Krj istno was appointed for that purpose. 
On the 27th, Mr. and Mus. Chamberlain 
arrived at Serampore. ‘Lhe plea sure 
with which they were received by the 
native C hristians, as wellas by the mis- 
sionaries, was great. “ ‘They cannot talk 
our language,” said they, but we —_ 
ceive that all our hearts are one: are 
ited in the death of Christ.” evil 
‘he end of this month, besides the New 
Testament, the first velume of the Old, 
ic Psalms, and a part of Isaiah were fin- 
vied, and began to be a good deal read 
in om ‘rent places. A new fount of Nag- ; 
ee types was nearly completed ; and a 
house was taken in Calcutta for preach- 
‘ig to both Europeans and Natives. 
In Februar ‘y ‘hey speak of the affairs 
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of the mission growing more and more 


weighty.’ Several new liquire rs arrive 


ed; amongst whom was Sheetaram a 
sooder from Bishoohurry in Jessore, and 
who on the 27th was baptized. ‘The zeal, 
the simplicity, and the good conduct of 
this man proved as will be seen, agieat 
blessing to several of his relations and 
neighbors, 

Gokool having of late discovered much 
of a right spirit, was forgiven, and on 
March Sth restored to communion. On 
the 6th, Petumber Shingee began preach 
ing toa mixed congreyation of Hindoos, 
Mussulmans, Armenians, and English. 
After praying a short time with fervor 
and consistency he sat down,and with 
his hands joincd together and stretched 
out, craved their attention. He then 
spoke for an hour with faithfulness and 
pro spr iety. and closed with prayer. The 
inissionaries were pleased ancl satisiie “ad 
with this his first attempt; and as it was 
the first sermon from a native, considers 
ed it as an important era in the history of 
the mission, and the increase of such 
preacvers to be the grand des ideratum 
for the cor iwersion of the Lindos, 

The duty ofa Christian native who 
had more than one wife at the time of 
his conversion, was discussed about this 
iime. ‘he result seems to have been 
this, that though the New ‘Testament 
condemns polygamy. vet where the pars 
tv has more wives than one at the time 
of his becoming a Christian, he is not ge 
quired to put any of them away, onl 
that he shall be unqualified for the 
ministry. 

During this month, Mr. Marshman paid 

another ‘visit to Luckphool, and taiked 
serionsly to those who professed tv be- 
lieve in Christ, and yet from fear of tem 
poral inconveniences declined tu bé bap- 
tized in hia batne. It appeared te My 
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M. from this visit very doubtful, whether 
the zeal which these pe ople discovered 
on bis first going amongst them, did not 
arise more trom Op pos sition to the power 
and intiuence of the b be abimins, than from 
any just sentiments of the gospel. 

Lord’s day, April 5, was introduced 
by amorning meeting of thanksgiving to 
Grud for his tnercies, After breakfast, 
: Salutes, the brother of Boodhessa, a far- 
mer: Ram Koteen.a young Waist, of re- 
Bpe ctable connexious in Calentta: and 
William Carey, Mr, Carey's second son, 
were baptized. In the afternoon it was 
observed, they had a lovely company at 
the Lord’s supper: and that their anx iety 
for convertsto Cliist was now ina meas- 
ure changed inte anxiety for those who 
wore already converted. 

The next day Rristno Pre saud was 
married to Oiunda, Kristno’s second 
daughter. The marriage was conduct- 
ed twuch in the same w ay as Mr. Ward’s 
had been. Mr. Carey, after explaining 
the nature aud cnde of marriage, and 
noticing the LN pro} wiewy of the Hindso 
customs, read certain portions of serip- 
ture, and after them the m: irriage agree- 
ment. ‘Phe parties then joined hands, 
promised love, faititulness, obedience, 
&c. then signed the agreement, to which 
others added their names as witnesses. 
A prayer tor divine blessing followed, 
and the whole was concluded with atem- 
perate and cheerful repast: of raisins, 
plantains, &c. ‘The day following they 
had a supper at the house of Kristuo, the 
bride’s iather, where all sat down togeth- 
er without distinction of color or country. 
This to spectators was a new thing. It 
was begun and ended with prayer and 
praise,and aflurded a glorious triumph 
over the cast, 

On the 25th, Sheetaram arrived, bring- 
ing with him his sister Oomaree, and two 
other persons : namely, Golamee, a Mus- 
sulman, and Kvyemee, a Hindeo widow, 
who were desirous ot hearing the gospel. 
During this month several of the native 
brethren, as Kristno Presaud., Ram Ro- 
teen, &c. went inte the villawes to talk 
with the people about Christ. They were 
treated with abuse. but boreit with Chris- 
tian meekness, telling their abusers that 
they * only did what everysect did, who, 
whether Hindoos or Mussulinans, were 
allowed to perform their poojalis in the 


streets : and that insalts, Stripes, and 
even death were good tor them, so that 
God by them « nid bur turn their hearts.” 

On the first of May, Tazoo, a Museu). 
man from Barrobazar, Radhamonee, , 
Hindoo woman from the same place, and 
Oomaree the sister of S! eetarai, ie Were 
baptized. ‘Phe missionaries thought fa. 
vorably of the two otner persots who 
came with Sheetaram: but owing to 
some circuipstances, which did not alec 
their character, their baptism was defor. 
red, who were be — alter 
being commended to the grac 
returned to their own esmsie., ke 
Presand, the young Brahmin, delivered 
his first sermon in Benszalee, much to rye 
satisfaction of the brethren. <A letter 
fiom Chinsurah informs them of te 
deach ofa lady who had been one of Mis, 
Marshman’s boarders. and that tse 
was lope im her latter end. 

On the 3d. of July, Bhoverub or Bh: 
rid. a youns koolen braman, frown t 
nein borhood io if C alcutta. ane John. lure 
merly a Mussulman, of late called a Por- 
tugnese, were baptized.

Kristno visited Lucx- 
phool and Kishoohurry. On his retura 
he gayvea pleasing account of Sheetaram s 

vatk in his family. ‘Phe four meinbers 

at Bishoohurry observe the Lord’s 5 day, 
and meet for worship. Others also come 
in an evening, and sit and talk with him. 
Sheetaram is a mild and iaoffensive char- 
acter, greativ re specte “ls and though 
unable to read, yet is very active in re- 
commending the Savior. 

Mr W ard’s health being linpaired br 
too great an attention to business, lie this 
month took a journey to Dinayepore, ac- 
companied by young Fernandez, Krist- 
no Presaud, and Ram Roteen. They 
preached at many places. Kristno Pre- 
saud addressed his countr ymen with 
much earnestness and fluen icy. They 
found Mr. Fernandez full of love and 
gool works towards the natives. Ile 
supports a mative school, and adminis- 
ters much relief to the aMicted poor.

and Golamee arrive, and bring with them 
atrelderly man whose name is Kobeer,

In December, Sheetaramn returns te 
Serampore, and he and Kobeer prevail 
on Mr. Marshinan to visit their neigh- 
borhood ; to which he consents, sinding 
to take Lee kphoolin his way. On the 

23d he set out with them, and took Krist- 
no with him. At Luckphool they were 
received as usual with kindness. Neelo, 


the old goroo, Sovuker Bishes, Moorad, 
&c. have some Christian notions, and 
support a Christian school amongst 


thein ; but are afraid to appear openly on 
the side of Christ. Mr. M. discovers 
much heathenish error in the conversa- 
tion of old Neelo, and finds them all dis- 
believing in future punishment,and hold- 
ing with universal salvation. Coming to 
Bishoohurry, where there are four mem- 
bers, they are received with great affec- 

tion, 2 rnd have a congregation, vathered 
by the previous invitation of Sheet: vam. 
From thence, accompanied by Sheeta- 
ram, they depart lor Arenda, the village 
of Kobeer. On their w: ay they call, ac- 
cording to promise, on some who had 
been to hear the preceding evening, 
where,in fhe yard ofan aged and respec- 
table farmer, they preach wth much 
pleasure to about 70 people. Arriving at 
thie house of Kobeer, they find him to be 
the head ot a family of more than twenty

Communication relativetothe distribution 
of English Bibles : from Myr. Mills. 
(Continued from page 198.) 

From the manner in which the prison- 
ers receiyed the Blbies, and from the 
care with which they preserved them, we 
have reason to believe, th ‘ey will be very 
serviceable to many of them. 

25th. This mornine I crossed the river 
to visit the sick soldiers in the barracks; 
now converted into hospitals. There ar 
360 in the barracks. Some of them are 
dangerously ill. Five or six died the 
last night. { went into a number of the 
rooms, containing each from 50 to 40 
sick, Inone room at which I called, 
there was a corpse lying en te floor, 
partially wrapped in a blanket. One 
person appeared to be in the agonies of 
death, apparently insensible to every 
thing around him. ter were groal ning 
and calling for assistan A number 
came in from the adjacent rooms. Tad- 
dressed those present and prayed with 
them; they were attentive and solemn.-— 
In five of the rooms IT left ten Bibles. 
Many of them appeared in some meesure 
rightly to estimate the p! ‘ecious book.— 
T he gratitude they manitested. upon the 
reception of the Bibles, was an ample re- 
ward for the a and labor attend- 
ant on furnishing them. Previous to this 
distribution, there was not a single copy 
of the Bible to be found, as Tcould learn, 
among near 400 men in the barracks.— 
After leaving the sick now referred to, I 
passed a number of additional rooms, 
containing sick soldiers. Near one of 
the rooms I observed three dead bodies. 
wrapped in blankets. ‘The deceased died 
in the same room during the last night. 
But few of the dead I believe are buried 
in coffins. Before I left the barracks, I 
became acquainted with Gen. Morgan, 
whohas thelcommand of the militia of this 
State. I saw likewise Dr. G. and Dr. R. 
who are the two prince ipal physicians in 
this aeaptaent: They sent two men 
with me to obtain an additional number 
of Bibles. for those rooms which as vet 
remained unsupplied. 1b sent back by 
them 24; making in the whole 34 dis- 
tributed in the barracks, 

I lately visited the camp, occupied by 
the Kentucky detachment. Gen. Thomas 


informed me, that out of abont 9.009 me», 
be long to this detachme nt, there w Cre : 
the present time 800 on the sick list. PT. 
Kentucky traops were not supplied 1! 
even a single chaplain, while there are 
oe attac hed to the troops from the state 

Tennessee. I have ascertatned th: 
> Be are 3 or 4 houses near camn, 
(which is 3 miles below the city) conta 
ing sick soldiers, which have as yet je. 
ceived no supply of Bibles. The office, 
are, I believe, uniformly attentive to tie 
sick belonging to their several detac). 
ments.
